DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-28 are allowed over the prior art of record because the prior art fails to 
teach either singly or in combination an arrangement for monitoring electrical equipment 
for the formation of accidental arcs comprised of at least a monitoring and evaluating 
unit electrically connected to the transformer for evaluating the signals of the 
transformer, is hereby characterized in that the means which guide the light that 
emerges when an arc is formed to an optical/electrical transformer involve at least one 
optical fiber, which envelops one or more wire cores of the electrical conductor and thus 
simultaneously forms the electrical insulation of a line or the shielding of a cable 
resulting in claim (1).
